Great Preaching! 


I trust that preachers will take 
to heart the prize-winning ser- 
mons in The Sword $1,000 Evan- 
gelistic Sermon Contest. Here are 
lessons-that all need. 


First, notice the very plain, sim- 
ple evangelistic quality of Dr. E. 
J. Daniels’ sermon, printed two 
weeks ago in THE Sword on 
“Gambling With Destiny.” There 
is an urgency, a simple sincerity, 
a practical application of the Gos- 
pel that God has used to Win many 
thousands of souls. 


Last week we should have told 
more about Dr. Robert G. Lee, 
who wrote that great sermon, 
“Blight, Belief, and Blessedness.”

He was 
scheduled to speak in the Gali- 
lean Baptist Church Tabernacle 
where I was pastor, but the Ta- 
bernacle burned down the day he 
arrived in ‘town. We borrowed a 
chureh building and Dr. Lee 
spoke. My, the power and com- 
fort in that message thrilled our 
hearts! He spoke for more than 
an hour, and some way he helped 
take the sting and bitterness out 
of our great loss and taught us to 
look to the Lord and be strong in 
time of trouble. And when we 
came to take care of his expenses 
he insisted that he was coming to 
Dallas anyway and needed only 
$10 for hotel and meals while 
there! More recently he long 
served as judge of the Sword 
Book Club. He wrote the intro- 
duction to the editor’s book, 
Twelve Tremendous Themes. He 
has been a most generous and 
helpful friend. He is a strong de- 
fender of the faith. He believes in 
Christ’s premillennial coming and 
in the other great fundamental 
doctrines of the Bible. He stands 
like a lighthouse among South-

Of course there are those who 
criticize. They tell us that the 
'word “hypocrite” means “actor” 
and therefore anyone playing a 
part in a Gospel movie is acting 
and therefore a hypocrite.

How to Obtain Fullness of Power 


THE POWER OF 


The Blood of Christ

“Power Belongeth unto God.’ It is therefore at man’s 
disposal. But there is one thing that separates between man 


and God, that is, sin. We read 


in Isaiah, ‘““Behold, the Lord’s 


hand is not shortened, that it cannot save; neither his ear 
heavy, that it cannot hear: But your iniquities have separated 
between you and your God, and your sins have hid his face 
from you, that he will not hear” (Isa. 59:1, 2). Before we can 
know God’s power in our lives and service, sin must be put 


away from between God and 


us. It is the blood that puts 


away sin (Heb. 9:26). We must know the power of the blood 


if we are to know the power of 


God. Our knowing experiment- 


ally the power of the Word, the power of the Holy Spirit, and 


the power of prayer, 


is dependent upon 


our knowing 


the power of the blood of Christ. Let us see what the blood 


of Christ has power to do: 


1. First of all, 
Christ is a propitiation fer sin. In 
Romans 3:25, R.V., we read, 


“Whom God set forth to be a 


propitiation, through faith, in his | 


blood, to show his righteousness 
because of the passing over of the 
sins done aforetime, in the for- 
bearance of God.” 


In tthe earlier verses of this 
chapter Paul has proven all men 
to be sinners, “every mouth is 
stopped,” all the world is seen to 
be “guilty before God.” But God 
is holy, a God who hates sin. God’s 
hatred of sin is no play hatred. 
It is real, it is living, it is active. 
It must make itself manifest some- 
how. God’s wrath at sin must 
strike’somewhere. What hope then 
is there for any of us; for we “all 
have sinned, and come short of 
the glory of God’? In verse 25, 
God gives us His own answer to 
this tremendously-important ques-

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The New Bible: God's Book or Man’s? 


Editorial in The Prophetic Word, Dec. 1952 
Organ of American Seminary of the Bible, New York City 


In the midst of the largest ad- 
vertising ever accorded any trans- 
lation of the Scriptures, the Re- 
vised Standard Version of the Bi- 
ble made its debut this fall. Over 
3,400 services throughout .< the 
United States and Canada hailed 
its appearance as the greatest 
event in Bible history in 341 years. 
“This version may lead to a new 
interest in ‘the Bible and to re- 
vival in our country,” declared a 
prominent minister in New York. 
We shall be thankful indeed if 
such proves to be the case. “We 
must take issue, however, with 
a number of misleading statements 
regarding this new translation: 

Inferring the support of Eng- 
lish-speaking Christendom, the Re- 
vised Standard Version calls _it- 
self ‘‘an authorized version.” (This 
statement and succeeding quota- 
tions not annotated are from the 
Preface of the Revised Standard 
Version of the Bible.) The limita- 
tions of its authorization are 
stated in the preface: ‘The pub- 
lication of the Revised Stand- 
ard Version of the Bible was au- 
thorized in 1951 by the National 
Council of the Churches of Christ 
in the United States of America 
and is recognized by the Canadian 
Council of Churches, Department 
of Christian Education.” For rea- 
sons of faith and scholarship many 
individuals, churches and church 
groups have withheld both recogni- 
tion and #f#ecommendation. The 
Prophetic Word, the National 
Bible Christian Union, and “the 
American Seminary of the Bible 
are of this number. 


As a “revision” the Revised 
Standard Version purposes —“to 
stay as close to the Tyndale and 
King James tradition as it can 
in the light of our present know- 
fedge...and our present under- 
standing of English.” So many _un- 
necessary changes in the wording 
have been made, however, ‘that 
ithe new version could more pro- 
perly be termed a modern speech 
translation. As modern English it 
makes pleasurable reading, is at- 
tractively printed and well bound; 
but it cannot be termed a revision 
of the King James Version. as 
were the English Revised Version 
of 1881 and the American Stand- 
ard Version of 1901. Both of these 
Bibles, which made use of almost 
all of the newer Scripture manu- 
scripts available to the conteém- 
porary Revision Committee, were 
apparently. overlooked by those 
avho advertize the Revised Stand- 
ard Version as “the most” im- 
portant event in Bible history in 
341 years.” (Poster and newspaper 
advertising of the Revised Stand- 
and Version of the Bible.) 

far more serious than other 
misleading statements regarding 
dhe Revised Standard Version, 
however, is its claim to be “more 
accurate than any preceding trans- 


lation.” Is it more accurate?-Is it 
reliable? Can Christians recom- 
mend it? 

Although in some cases closer 
to the original text than the King 
James Version, the Revised Stand- 
ard Version exhibits innumerable, 
uncalled-for departures from the 
existing manuscripts. The trans- 
lators of the new Bible felt free 
to leave out many words that were 
clearly written in the original 
Hebrew and Greek texts, or to add 
words of their own without giv- 
ing any indication of the omissions 
and the additions. In the Gospels 
and the Acts, for instance, many 
“and’s” are deleted, the phrase, 
“answered and said,” is shortened 
to “said,” and the phrase, “men 
and brethren,” to “brethren.” 
Ephesians 1:14, rendered “. . .which 
is the guarantee of our inheritance 
until we acquire possession of it,” 
omits the word “redemption” alto- 
gether. 


Unfaithful to the Text 


Other inaccuracies more gross 
can be found. Galatians 4:31, 
“Even so we, when we were chil- 
dren, were in bondage under the 
elements [or rudiments] of the 
world,” becomes, “...we were 
slaves to the elemental spirits of 
the universe.” The Greek text says 
no such things. In Ephesians 5: 
29-27 the neuter pronoun is ar- 
bitrarily rendered “her’ instead of 
“it.” God’s emphatic reiteration of 
His oath to Abraham: “Surely 
blessing I will bless thee, and mul- 
tiplying I will multiply thee,” is 
regarded as ‘“‘too Semitic” and is 
diluted to read, “Surely I will bless 
and multiply you’ (Heb. 6:14). 
These and many other unmarked 
inaccuracies represent not de- 
ficient scholarship but direet un- 
faithfulness to the original text. 

The omission of italies, used in 
the King James Version and in 
other Bibles to represent words 
not found in the Greek or Hebrew 
manuscripts but necessary to com- 
plete the sense, was the deliber- 
ated choice of the Revision Com- 
mittee. The omission detracts from 
the accuracy of the new version; 
for the average reader has no way 
of Knowing which words God act- 
ually said. 


A very noticeable change is the 
use of “you” when addressing men 
and of ‘“‘thee’”’ or “‘thou” when ad- 
dressing God. In references ad- 
dressing the Lord Jesus Christ 
the translators of the Revised 
Standard Version have used “‘thee”’ 
only when, in ‘their opinion, those 
who addressed Him clearly recog- 
nized Him as God. On this basis 
they have chosen to quote the 
Old Testament: “Thou art my Son, 
today I have begotten thee” (Heb. 
1:5) ‘and yet to render Peter’s 
God-given revelation simply as, 
“You are. the Christ, the Son of 
the living God” (Matt. 16:16).

Easter Sunday comes on April 5. By that date the Sword 
of the Lord Foundation should pay on the Singspiration 
Building, on money borrowed from the general fund of the 
Sword of the Lord, on cost of promotion, secretaries, etc., a 
total of $18,500. We simply give the facts to our Sword of 
the Lord readers so that those who wish to help may take 
part in the blessed Easter offering for the Sword Building 


Fund. 


Praise the Lord for wonderful 
help in the last few months on 
this building project! October 1 
we entered the new Singspiration 
Building in Wheaton, moving the 
executive offices, the local book 
store, the Book Club, and part of 
our workers out of our crowded 
older building to the new Sing- 
spiration building. The two build- 
ings together take care of our 
needs for the present nicely. 
Eventually we must plan for a 
large single building to take care 
of the work in the expansion pro- 
gram now on, and to make addi- 
tional room for printing plant and 
bindery which are needed. 

On the new Singspiration Build- 
ing which we purchased October 
1, we paid $5,000 October 1, $5,- 
000 November 1, $5,000 December 
1, $5,000 January 1. January 15 
we paid $1,600 on the original 
mortgage. That makes a total of 
$21,600 paid on the new Sing- 
spiration Building. However, we 
ought to say that some $1,200 of 
this was made up from the Sword 
general fund and must be replac- 
ed. Still, friends have given for 
this cause over $20,400, and we 
are deeply grateful to God and to 
all who love and pray for this 
work, for such help. That is a 
wonderful start on the Sword 
Building Program. 


This is written January 28. On 
February 1 we are due to pay an- 
other $4,000. It now seems we will 
have at hand only $700 in the 
Building Fund and we will have 
to borrow $3,300 to pay on the 
building. 

March 1 we will be due $3,500 
on the building. 


Then we have paid out of gen- 
eral funds for months past all the 
promotion and secretarial help, 
salaries and expenses for the 
building fund. Some $2,500 has al- 
ready been spent on promotion, 
mailings, etc. We plan another 
letter the last of February to 90,- 
000 people and that will cost us 
probably $2,000. Then by April 1, 


Strangely, even in several Mes- 
Sianic passages our Lord is ad- 
dressed in the human form as 
“you.” This arbitrary procedure 
questions our Lord’s deity, magni- 
fies His humanity, and makes the 
translators judges of the belief or 
unbelief in the hearts of His as- 
sociates. 


A Free Translation 


The Revised Standard Version 
of the Bible displays a marked 
freedom with the original text. 
Very frequently passages are in- 
terpreted or are rendered in para- 
phrase rather than translated. In 
this way the original words and 
the full meaning of the passage 
are lost to the reader who has 
no recourse to the Greek and He- 
brew texts. I Corinthians 1:30, for 
instance, is interpreted, “He is 
the source of your life in Christ 
Jesus,” when the passage as liter- 
ally translated in the King James 
Version includes far more in actual 
fact and breadth of meaning. 


The preface admits freedom with 
the Old Testament text as wel] 
as the New ‘Testament: “The 
vowel signs, which were added by 
the Masoretes, are accepted also 
in the main, but where a more 
probable and convincing reading 
can be obtained by assuming dif- 
ferent vowels, this has been done.” 


Unbelief 


Underlying both the inaccuracy 
of the Revised Standard Version 
and its freedom of translation is

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we will have spent for Dr. Mc- 
Call’s salary and expenses, (be- 
yond that collected in meetings) 
for secretaries, postage, etc., for 
the Building Fund some $6,000. 

All told we will need $18,500 by 
Easter Sunday. That much money 
must be paid. If we do not have it 
in Building Fund, it must be paid 
by borrowed money. We are ask- 
ing friends everywhere who will 
to join in sacrificial and happy 
giving for Jesus’ sake. 

Every day we have letters to 
make the heart rejoice. From Ja- 
pan we received this week a won- 
derful letter of a criminal from 
behind the bars who got burden- 
ed about his need. Someone gave 
him the booklet, “What Must I 
Do to Be Saved?” and he read it 
day after day until the truth be- 
came clear and God helped him 
to claim Jesus Christ by faith and 
to receive peace and forgiveness. 
From a sanatarium for T:B. pa- 
tients in Birmingham, Alabama, 
came two letters telling ‘how the 
writers were saved through THE 
SWORD OF THE LorRD. 509 people 
wrote during 1952 saying they 
found Christ through THE Sworp 
OF THE LORD and other literature 
which we publish. God has laid it 
on our hearts to expand this work. 
We must have more room, more 
machinery. We must pay off debts 
and have working capital. (At 
present our working capital is bor- 
rowed and we pay interest on it 
regularly.) 

But the first great step in this 
expansion program is the Sing- 
spiration Building. We can take 
care of the immediate emergency 
by raising $18,500 by Easter Sun- 
day. After that we will still owe 
some $22,500 on the original 
mortgage on the _ Singspiration 
Building. Then we must set out to 
raise money for our permanent 
building, must raise our working 
capital, must press on toward a 
million paid subscribers for THE 
SWORD OF THE LorpD. All that, we 
have in mind. But the next big 
step is this $18,500 which must be 
paid by Easter Sunday. Will you 
help? 


It Is.Easy! 


Let no one think that this spe- 
cial Easter Offering is too diffi- 
cult. We can take.care of that and 
do all we ought to do for other 
causes. Some will lay aside $1 a 
week for the Sword Building Fund 
for the next eight weeks. Some 


who get paid monthly will send 
an offering now, another offering 
March 1, another offering April 1, 
to arrive before Easter Sunday. 
Some would like to take a coin 
card (which we will provide) to 
hold $6 and put in 10c per day 
for two months to make the $6. 
Some others would like to put in 
10c per meal, filling the coin card 
quicker. Some would like to give 
larger gifts and others can only 
give $1. No one must give except 
in Jesus’ name. God loves a cheer- 
ful giver and wants everyone to 
give “according to that a man 
hath, and not according to that 
he hath not” (II Cor. 8:12). 

To give $18,500 in these two 
months time will mean that more 
people must give than have been 
giving and some must give more 
money than they have been giv- 
ing. 
“But I have so little to give,” 
someone says. Yes, and God bless 
your heart for wanting to give. 
God sees the heart’s desire and 
He is as much pleased with the 
small gift from one who cannot 
give more as He is with the large 
gift from one who is able to give 
more. Some, perhaps, can give 
nothing; one is a shut-in with no 
income. Another is old and sup- 
ported by the children. 

But nearly everybody can give 
something and “little is much 
when God is in it.” The important 
thing is to have a heart to give, 
then God will open a way, in most 
cases. 

Here are the important things 
about this offering.- 

First, pray about it. Simply find 
the will of God. We do not want 
anyone to send an offering except 
to please Jesus Christ. 

Second, do not neglect it! What- 
ever you know you ought to do, 
do at once. Do not miss the bless- 
ing and fail in duty by neglect. 

Third, give as regularly as you 
can. Some should give weekly. 
Some should give monthly. Hardly 
anybody can give all that they 
ought to give at one time.

An Inexpensive Means of Making Clear Bible Truths, 
Instructing Teachers, Explaining

Slides and filmstrips definitely have their place in the 


program of the church. 


They are far cheaper to buy and 


usually cheaper to rent than sound films and in some cases 
serve the purposes better. In evangelistic campaigns I make 


use of both movies and slides. 


As a matter of fact, I put my 


movie projector and slide projector on the same stand and 


use them as a team. 


For example, suppose I am 
showing a picture of Jerusalem. 
The movie shows the old city from 
the Mount of Olives and the tem- 
ple area comes into view. I slip a 
Slide picturing a close-up of the 
temple area into my powerful slide 
projector and turn it on. I then

changed from one projector to the 
other! To most of them it appears 
to be just blending one scene into 
another. I describe the scene, say 
all I wish to about it, turn the 
movie projector back on and then 
turn the slide projector off. And 
it all works so smoothly that it 
does not distract at all. 


A slide projector has one won- 
derful advantage, and that is, - it 
will help to hold attention for as 
long or as short a time as you 
need to discuss a given subject.

tion. There is hope for us because 
God Himself has provided a pro- 
pitiation, the shed blood of Christ. 
God has ‘set forth Christ to be a 
propitiation, through faith, by his 
blood.’ The wrath of God at sin 
strikes on Him instead of striking 
on us. Of this great truth the 
Prophet Isaiah got a glimpse sev- 
eral hundred years before the birth 
of Christ. “All we like sheep have 
gone astray; we have turned every 
one to his own way; and the Lord 
hath laid [literally, made to strike] 
on him the iniquity of us all’ 
(Isa. 53:6). 


The first power of Christ’s 
blood is as a propitiation for sin, 
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affording a mark for and satisfy- 
ing God’s holy wrath at sin. He 
is “our passover”’ (I Cor. 5:7) 
and when God sees His blood, He 
will pass over and spare us, sin- 
ners though we are. (Compare 
Exod. 12:13, 23.) 


This propitiation is chiefly for 
the believer, ‘“a_ propitiation, 
through faith.” All of God’s wrath 
at the believer’s sins is fully ap- 
peased or satisfied in the blood of 
Christ. What a wonderfully com- 
forting thought it is, when we 
think how often and how greatly 
we have sinned, and then think 
how infinitely holy God is, how 
He hates sin, to think that God’s 
Wrath has already been fully ap- 
peased in the shed blood of His 
own Son, the propitiation which 
He Himself provided!

The blood of Christ has power 
to wash the blackest record white.

We all have had; for if we 
could see our past as God sees 
it before it is washed, the record 
of the best of us would be black, 
black, black. But if we are walk- 
ing in the light, submitting to the 
truth of God, believing in the light, 
in Christ, our record today is 
white as Christ’s garments were 
when the disciples saw Him on 
the Mount of Transfiguration 
(Matt. 17:2, Mark 9:3, Luke 9: 
29). No one can lay anything to 
the charge of God’s elect (Rom. 
8:33); there is no condemnation 
to them who are in Christ Jesus 
(Rom. 8:1).

The blood of Christ has power 
to justify. Every believer in Christ 
is already justified in Christ’s 
blood. Justified means more than 
forgiven and cleansed. Forgiveness, 
as glorious as it is, is a negative 
thing. It means merely that our 
sins are put away and we are re- 
garded as if we had not sinned. 
But justification is positive. It 
means that we are reckoned posi- 
tively righteous; that positive and 
perfect righteousness, even the 
perfect righteousness of Christ, is 
put to our account. 

It is a good thing to be stripped 
cof vile and filthy rags, but it is 


is holy, he feels that he must do 
something to please God and atone 
for sin. He must “do penances,” 
“keep Lent,” or give away money, 
or do something else, to atone for 
his sins. Now all these self-efforts 
to please God and atone for sins 
are ‘‘dead works.” They can never 
accomplish what they aim at, and 
can never bring peace. 

How many weary years Martin 
Luther sought peace in this way 
and found it not. But when we 


see the power of the blood, how 


it has already perfectly atoned for 
sin, how it has already washed 
away our sins and justified us be- 
fore God, how we are already 
pleasing and acceptable in God’s 
sight by reason of that shed blood, 
then our consciences are not only 
relieved from the burden of guilt, 
but also from the burden of these 


self-efforts, and we are now at 
liberty to serve the living God, 
not in the slavery of fear, but 


in the liberty of the freedom and 
joy of those who know they are 
accepted and beloved sons. It is the 
blood which delivers us from the 
awful bondage of thinking we must 
do something to atone for sins and 
please God. The blood shows us 
that it is already done.

the unscriptural, modern theology 
of the translators. 

We believe that “all scripture 
is given by, inspiration of God” 
(II Tim. 3:16), that “holy men 
of God spake as they were moved 
by the Holy Ghost” (II Pet 1:21), 
and that the Old Testament and 
New Testament texts which we 
have received are, in the main, 
very close reproductions of their 
originals. 

A majority of the members of 
the Revision Committee believe 
that “the idea of mechanical in- 
spiration and verbal infallibility’”’ 
(Millar Burrows, member of Old 
Testament and New ‘Testament 
section of the Revision Committee 
in his book, An Outline of Biblical 
Theology, p. 50.) of the Bible must 
be definitely abandoned, that the 
best texts which we have received 
Are “desperately corrupt,” (James 
Moffatt, Executive Secretary, Old 
Testament and New ‘Testament 
sections of the Revision Commit- 
tee, in his beok, The Holy Bible: 
A New Translation, p. xvii.) and 
that “what is ultimately authorita- 
tive for us is that which commands 
the assent of our own best judg- 
ment.” (Millar Burrows, cited be- 
fore.) 

Dispensing with verbal inspira- 
tion and divine protection of the 
Scripture text, the translating 
committee of the New Bible dis- 
penses also-with the accurate ren- 
dering of the manuscripts at hand. 
Indeed, one of the main faults they 
found with the King James Ver- 
sion and the excellent revisions 
of 1881 and 1901 is that “these 
are mechanically exact, literal, 
word-for-word translations.” (Pre- 
face, The Revised Standard Ver- 
sion of the New Testament, p. v.) 
Manifestly the Revised Standard 
Version is not an exact translation. 


One of the dangers of the new 
Bible an unsaved Jew highlighted 
recently when he met one of our 
missionaries on the street. ‘““The 
new Bible is destroying the faith 
of the people in the Scriptures,” 


ible. 


he charged. He had noticed the 
reflections which the Revised 
Standard Version casts on the ac- 
curacy of the previous versions, 
and he had already found for 
himself imperfect translating in 
the Old Testament of the new Bi- 
The general public, out of 
touch with existing manuscripts, 
has no way of testing the new 
version’s claim of inaccuracy in 
other translations and of accuracy 
in itself. 

A more sinister danger is the loss 
to the general public of the actual 
statements of the manuscript text. 
The translators of the Revised 
Standard Version of the Bible have 
produced not only an inaccurate, 
free translation, but have sought 
to improve upon the existing man- 
uscripts. The preface of the new 
Bible reveals that “departures 
from the consonant text’ of the 
Old Testament have been adopted 
wherever changes ‘‘seem to have 
been made” by editors and copy- 
ists “before the text was estab- 
lished.” This endeavor to recon- 
struct the Hebrew and the Greek 
manuscripts without any textual 
evidence and on the basis of un- 
scriptural theories represents a 
bold attempt by unbelieving men 
to make the Bible say what they 
think it should have said. We can 
expect that, following the example 
of the present Revision Committee, 
unbelieving scholars in the future 
will feel free to ttake increasing 
liberties with the Word of God. 

We who know the Lord can 
trust Him to preserve for His 
children 'the Word which has been 
settled in heaven, but let us take 
every opportunity to warn the 


church and the world against in-}. 


fidelity to the Scriptures. In prep- 
aration for the great apostasy the 
spirit of iniquity doth already 
work. Satan would shake the 
faith of the saints and would blind 
the unbelievers with greater dark- 
ness. The Gospel of Christ remains 
the power of God unto salvation.

6. In Acts 20:28, we read, 


“Take heed therefore unto your- 
selves, and to all the flock, over 
the which the Holy Ghost hath 
made you overseers, to feed the 
church of God, which he hath 
purchased with his own blood.” 


And in Revelation 5:9, R.V.,

The blood of Christ has power 
to purchase us unto God, to make 
us God’s own. The blood of Christ 
makes me God’s own property. 
That thought brings to me a feel- 
ing of responsibility. If I belong 
to God, I must serve Him wholly; 
body, soul, and spirit, must be 
surrendered wholly to Him. But 
the thought that I am God’s pro- 
perty brings also a feeling of se- 
curity. God can and will take care 
of His own property. The blood of 
Christ has power to make me eter- 
nally secure.

“Having therefore, brethren, 
boldness to enter into the holy 
place by the blood of Jesus, by 
the wau which he dedicated for 
us, a new and living way, through 
the veil, that is to say, his flesh.”

Yes—but by 
that wondrous offering of Christ 
“once for all’ my sin is forever 
put away, I am “perfected” and 
“justified,” and, on the ground of 
that blood so precious and satisfy- 
ing to God, I can march boldly 
into the very presence of God.

the right to come to the tree of 
life, and may enter in by the gates 
into the city.” 


By comparing this verse with 
verse 14, in chapter 7, we see that 
it is in the blood of Christ that 
robes are washed. The blood of 
Christ then has power to give 


those who believe in Him a right | 


to the tree of life and entrance 
into the city of God. Sin in the 
first place shut men away from 
the tree of life and out of Eden 
| (Gen 3:22-24). The shed blood of 
Christ opens to us again the way 
| to the tree of life and to the New 
| Jerusalem. The blood of Christ re- 
‘gains for us all that Adam lost 
'by sin, and brings us much more 
than was lost. 


| We see something of the power 
'of the blood of Christ. Have you 
‘appreciated that blood? Have you 
‘let it have the power in your life 
‘that it ought to have? There are 
some today who are trying to de- 
vise a theology that leaves out 
the blood of Christ. Poor fools! 
Christianity without atoning blood 
‘is a Christianity without mercy 
for the sinner, without settled 
‘peace for the conscience, without 
_genuine forgiveness, without justi- 
‘fication, without cleansing, with- 
‘out boldness in approaching God, 

without power. It is not Chris- 
tianity, but the Devil’s own coun- 
terfeit. If we would know fullness 
of power in Christian life and ser- 
vice, we must first of all know 
the power of the blood of Christ, 
for it is that which brings us par- 
don, justification, and boldness in 
our approach to God. We cannot 
know the power of the Spirit un- 
less we first know the power of the 
blood. We certainly cannot know 
the power of prayer unless we 
know the power of that blood by 
which alone we can approach unto 
| God. 


There are some teachers of “the 
higher life” who ignore the funda- 
mental truth about the blood. 
They are trying to build a lofty 
superstructure without a_ firm 
foundation. It is bound to tumble. 
We must begin with the blood, if 
we are to go on to the “holy of 
holies.” The brazen altar where 
blood was shed first met every 
priest who would enter into the 
holy place. There is no other way 
of entrance there. If we do not 
learn the lesson of this chapter, it 
is vain for us to try to learn the 
lessons of chapters 3 and 4. To 
everyone who wishes to know the 
power of the Spirit we first put 
the question, “Do you know the 
power of the blood?”

Here dies the only perfect Man 
who ever lived. His record is as 
pure as the driven snow. His ques- 
tion, “Which of you convinceth 
me of sin?” has remained unan- 
swered. His lips spoke the greatest 
sermons ever preached; the wisest 
lessons ever taught. No physician 
ever effected more perfect cures. 
The blind received sight; deaf ears 
heard; mute lips spoke at His com- 
mand. He went about breaking up 
funeral processions. The grave 
could not keep its prey when Je- 
sus said, “Come forth.” Soldiers, 
sent out to take Him, returned 
amazed, bearing with them noth- 
ing save the statement, “Never 
man spake like this man.” When 
trying Him for His life, the judge 
could only say, “I find in him no 
fault at all.” 

Now He is a mangled form upon 
a rough-hewn cross. Against a 
background of rabid jeers and 
frenzied howlings, a voice rises un- 
mistakably. Bruised and battered 
lips are forming a prayer. Hear 
the supplication: “Father, forgive 
them; for they know not what they 
do.” The world has had time to 
weigh the significance of that 
prayer, and the heart experience 
of untold millions forbids its be- 
ing attributed to a martyr. It was 
the impassioned plea of earth’s 
mighty Redeemer! Forth from His 
regal veins that day flowed a 
fountain of cleansing for never-dy- 
ing souls. Heaven’s purposes were 
being realized when the Repre- 
sentative of sinful man and holy 
God bowed His head and died. 
The crown of thorns and the scar- 
let robe could not hide the identity 
of the eternal One who became 
flesh and dwelt among us. “God 
was in Christ, reconciling the 
world unto himself!” 


The incarnation is a mystery 
of the greatest magnitude. The 
Man Christ Jesus was God! Ex- 
plain it? Lou can’t. Believe it? You 
must! There is no other explana- 
tion for Him who thirsted, yet 
had ‘authority to quiet troubled 
seas; who hungered; yet had pow- 
er to feed thousands with a scant 
handful of food. Jesus of Nazareth 
was older than His mother! Mary 
did not give birth to a personality 
when the Christ-child was born. 
She bore a body into which en- 
tered a Personality that existed 
with God, and was God, before 
the worlds were framed. “A body 
hast thou prepared me.” Jesus 
made the atmosphere Mary 
breathed and the earth on which 
she lived. His hand fashioned the 
star that shone in the eastern sky 
on that first Christmas night to 
guide the wise mien afar. He 
formed the trees felled by men 
to build a rough stable, His first 
earthly shelter, and a crude man- 
ger, His first terrestrial bed. The 
prophet’s title was not mislead- 
ing. He was “Emmanuel. . . God 
with us!” 

“Now the birth of Jesus Christ 
was on this wise: When as his 
mother Mary was espoused to 
Joseph, before they came together, 
she was found with child of the 
Holy Ghost.” Oh the depths of 
this mystery! God in finite form 
sleeping on the bosom of Mary. 
God at the mercy of wicked Herod 
fleeing for His life into Egypt. 
God with blistered feet trudging 
the road to Nazareth. God with 
calloused hands wielding tools in 
a carpenter shop. God in an agony 
in Gethsemane. God with torn 
bleeding back in the judgment hall. 
God crushed beneath a heavy cross 
with His face in the dirt on a 
mountainside. Heaven knew it! 
Hell knew it! Earth will find it 
out! He whose dying lips gasped 
“It is finished’ atop dark Cal- 
vary was the incarnate God, dy- 
ing that men might live! 

Some hold that Christ’s greatest 
value is to be found in His teach- 
ings. “‘He taught them as one hav- 
ing authority, and not as the 
scribes,’ said His countrymen. 
Certainly the teachings of Jesus 
eclipse those of all other teachers 
of time. His code of ethics is flaw- 
less. His philosophy of love is un- 
excelled. If the teachings of Jesus 
were owned and practiced by all 
the world, they would affect the 
cessation of war and the inaug- 
uration of universal peace. Yet 
Christ did not come primarily to 
teach. 

Others insist that Christ left 
His greatest legacy in the stellar 
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example of His life and death. 
Certainly the pattern of Jesus’ life 
and death provides a high-water 
mark in humanity that has never 
been equalled. All ages must look 
to Him as the solitary One who 
lived an exemplary life and died 
an irreproachable death. Yet these 
facts remain minor in the face of 
His supreme mission. 

There are those who feel that 
Christ is best remembered for His 
noble and unselfish works. Who 
will minimize charitable deeds and 
a philanthropic spirit? Who will 
dare to slight the healing mir- 
acles? We stand in awe when re- 
minded of the broken bodies He 
restored, the lepers He cured, the 
maimed and withered He made 
whole. But the miracles and teach- 
ings and noble deeds of Jesus were 
only incidental to the main pur- 
pose of His advent to earth. 

He came to die! 


John the Baptist was preaching 
on the banks of the Jordan. This 
“greatest prophet born of woman” 
did not lack for crowds. Interest 
never waned when the mighty 
preacher of repentance unleashed 
his vitriolic attack on sin. But it 
was not so on this occasion. The 
milling throng looked past him. 
Every eye was riveted to one spot. 
John stopped in his preaching and 
turned to see who had attracted 
the attention of his disciples. It 
was then his eyes beheld Him, 
and he stood for a moment watch- 
ing Jesus make His approach 
through the wilderness. He marked 
the regal lines of His body, firm 
with courage and character. He 
saw the rare beauty of His visage. 
He noticed the lines of concern 
and the haunting trace of loneli- 
ness. He knew who He was! And 
from that moment something from 
deep within kept repeating, “He 
must increase, but I must de- 
crease.” 

John turned back to the people. 
He grasped for an introduction. 
He might have called Him “The 
Christ.” That’s who He was. He 
might have cried, “Receive your 
Messiah.” Old Testament proph- 
ecies were finding their fulfill- 
ment here. He might have bor- 
rowed the language of Isaiah, and 
in celestial tongue have acclaimed 
Him the “Wonderful, Counsellor, 
The mighty God, The everlasting 
Father, The Prince of Peace.” He 
would not have spoken amiss. All 
these titles referred to Jesus. 


But when the thundering 
preacher spoke none of these was 
heard. His introduction was mixed 
with blood and freighted with pain. 
It shadowed a cruel cross upon 
a hill and the blotting out of the 
sun in the heavens. It spoke of in- 
finite loneliness, of untold agony. 
We who live on this side of Cal- 
vary understand more perfectly 
the deep significance of His words 
than did those who stood close that 
day, yet the fact remains and en- 
dures. John the Baptist’s intro- 
duction was revealing and conclu- 
sive. “Behold the Lamb of God, 
which taketh away the sin of the 
world.” 


Jesus was born beneath the 
shadow of the cross. He lived for 
the cross. Every step He took 
was toward the cross. Every ser- 
mon He preached and every mira- 
cle He wrought looked to the 
cross. One day, staggering up Gol- 
gotha, He felt His body pressed 
to the ground beneath the cross 
and knew His supreme purpose 
was nearing fulfillment. Oh day 
of darkest gloom, when the sound 
of hammer-on-nail rang through 
the valley and across Jerusalem 
and the bleeding body of our Lord 
was lifted up to die upon the cross! 
“For this cause came I unto this 
hour,” He said, “to pour out my 
life a ransom for many!” 


The Bible states that man is 
a sinful creature. He is corrupt 
in character and in conduct. The 
evidence against him is accumula- 
tive and final. Like a vile serpent, 
man’s sins have left a horrid trail 
from Eden’s garden until now. Sin 
left its mark in the all-consuming 
flood. Its evidence was found in 
the charred ruins of those proud 
Cities of the Plains. Currently, its 
tracks may be discovered national- 
ly and internationally in cease- 
less wars, broken moral laws and 
unmitigated crime. The whole 


record supports Solomon in his 
,plain statement, ‘‘There is not a 
;just man upon the earth, that 


doeth good, and sinneth not.” 
Again, David queried, “If thou, 
Lord, shouldest mark iniquities, 
O Lord, who shall stand?” Paul 
writes, ‘There is none righteous, 
no, ‘not one:...For all have 
sinned, and come short of the glory 
of God.” Those who deny the fact 
of sin meet with God's irrevocable 
reply, “If we say that we have no 
Sin, we deceive ourselves, and the 
truth is not in us.” Sin is every- 
where. Observation adds testi- 
mony to revelation. It is a fact 
of human experience. Man with 
dulled mind and seared conscience 
must ever listen to the insistent 
voice of God’s Holy Spirit who has 
come into the world to “convince 
of sin’”’! 

Let us set the stage more com- 
pletely. Two great morals receive 
the spotlight in Scripture. One is 
sin; the other is holiness. As sure- 
ly as tthe Bible declares man’s 
sinfulness, even so vehemently 
does it set forth the fact of a holy 
God. The word means “separated.” 
It implies God’s absolute isolation 
from all forms of evil and sin. God 
is holy! As a holy God, He must 
delight only in purity and sancti- 
ty. Nothing sinful can make its 
approach. He can have no com- 
pany with sin or with the sinner 
in his sins. As a matter of fact, 
the holiness of God separates the 
sinner from His presence. ‘“‘Behold, 
the Lord’s hand is not shortened, 
that it cannot save; neither his 
ear heavy, that it cannot hear: 
But your iniquities have separated 
between you and your God, and 
your sins have hid his face from 
you, that he will not hear.” 

Here is Isaiah’s declaration of 
fatal estrangement.’ Two direct 
opposites are at work. Sinful man! 
Holy God! And herein lies the 
need of atonement. The substitu- 
tionary death of Jesus Christ at 
Calvary had its deepest demand 
in the combined facts of the sin- 
fulness of man and the holiness of 
God! 

The climaxing truth of all Scrip- 
ture is the love of God. God is 
holy; but God is love. God’s hatred 
for sin is only matched by His 
love for the sinner. I have—-tried 
to reason which of these attributes 
excels the other in God’s great 
Person. I must conclude that the 
two stand together in their de- 
mands. True, the holiness of God 
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created a great gulf between the 
creature and his Creator; but the 
love of God bridged the chasm. 
What man could not do for him- 
self, God did for him. He formed 
an infinite system of redemption 
whereby He might lift the fallen 
creature with just, yet justifying, 
hands and grant him liberty and 
life. “For Christ also hath once 
suffered for sins, the just for the 
unjust, that ke might bring us to 
God”! 


The system of redemption which 
Heaven devised has not met with 
the wholehearted approval of 
earth. From the beginning of time 
some have tried to come in by 
other doors and have found those 
doors locked and barred. Man 
wants to effect his own salvation 
through culture, morality, achieve- 
ment. In short, he wants to merit 
it. But God’s plan demanded an 
infinite ransom that salvation 
might be offered by grace through 
faith! Upon the cross Jesus paid 
sin’s full price, affording grace so 
that man is saved by unmerited 
favor or not at all. Even the Law 
was but a schoolmaster leading 
to Christ. Salvation is in Him, not 
ourselves. Dispensationally, the 
Old Testament and the New met 
together at Calvary! “It is the 
blood that maketh an atonement 
for the soul,” said the Old. “With- 
out shedding of blood is no re- 
mission,” reads the New. False 
prophets vie with one another to 
lure men to disaster on the shoals 
‘of error, but let God be true and 
every man a liar. The claims of 
God’s holiness were not satisfied 
until Christ died upon the cross. 
What the blood of bulls and of 
goats could not do, He did. He took 


our sins away and buried them 
forever beneath His own blood. I 
care not what men may say—God 
has established it! “The blood of 
Jesus Christ his Son cleanseth us 
from all sin’! 


Oh the cup, the torturous cup of 
Gethsemane! 


A sinner spewed out blasphemy; 
it settled in the cup. A rascal 
plucked the sweet flower of vir- 
tue from a woman’s breast and 
watched it wither in the hot blast 
of his lust; it stirred in the cup. 
A loving mother was strangled by 
a drunken son; murder made its 
way to the cup. A degenerate 
snatched away a wee babe and 
dashed it upon the rocks; de- 
pravity found its place in the cup. 
Blackest deeds of nameless shame 
spawned in the pit of Hell, all in 
the cup! Every breach of ever 
law, every stain of every sin, all 
the smear of corruption and stench

No! a thou- 
sand times no! He was a man 
among men. His bravery and 
courage have never been equalled. 
But when you realize the signifi- 
cance of tthe cup and analyze its 
contents; and when you learn of 
His perfect sinlessness and holi- 
ness, then shall you know why 
He thus prayed, “Take this cup 
away’! Oh the enormity of this 
occasion as the Christ reaches out 
to stay the hand of one who would 
choose a different way!

No instrument of execution ever 
dealt more terror to the hearts of 
those condemned. Its purpose was 
human destruction. Don’t wear a 
cross unless its power has changed 
your life and brought you ‘to God. 
Better to wear a small gallows 
around your neck, ladies; or a 
miniature electric chair from your 
watch chain, men.

Our Saviour said of them and all 
the rest of the world’s population, 
save Noah and his family, “...the 
flood came, and took them all 
away...” (Matt. 24:39). And of 
them Peter wrote, God “spared 
not the old world... bringing in 
the flood upon the world of the 
ungodly” (II Pet. 2:5). Concern- 
ing Noah and his family we read, 


“Wherein few, that is, eight souls” 


were saved by [through] water,” 
but the multitudes were drowned 
by water and perished in the flood 
judgment. No matter how loud 
they may have shouted to Noah 
to open the door and let them in, 
it was too late. It did not take the 
pepple long to discover that “it 
is a fearful thing to fall into the 
hands of the living God” (€Heb.

When one stops 
to think of the size of the ark 
and the great timbers out of which 
it was constructed, it is not un- 
reasonable to believe that Noah 
employed men to assist him and 
paid them for their services. Of 
course we cannot be dogmatic in 
such an assertion, but if he did, 
it is not hard to imagine the feel- 
ings and emotions which must 
have surged through their minds 
as they worked at the project so 
far from waters sufficient to float 
it. As we try to visualize these 
men, let us note 


Their Occupation 


‘Men were -builders from the 
earliest of times. After the expul- 
sion from the Garden of Eden and 
as they began to scatter over the 
face of the earth, we read, “And 
Cain knew his wife; and she con- 
ceived, and bare Enoch: and he 
builded a city, and called the name 
of the city, after the name of his 
son, Enoch” (Gen. 4:17). A care- 
ful reading of this chapter will 
reveal that it contains every ele- 
ment of material civilization all 
of which sprang from Cain. The 
first city, along with all other 
cities built by man, was swept 
away in the deluge of Noah’s 
time. The dispensation of Con- 
science came to an end with this 
mighty flood judgment. 

Men who could build cities 
could ‘build ships, and being handy 
with tools, they applied their trade 
to this startling piece of con- 
struction. Noah and his sons were 
the supervisors and saw to it that 
the instructions of God were Car- 
ried out to the minutest detail. 
There may have been much dis- 


godliness of their time. Judgment 
was their theme and no opportun- 
ity was lost by them telling the 
world of impending disaster. These 
two men are marvelous in their 
typical aspect. Enoch, “translated 
that he should not see death...” 
(Heb. 11:5), 
of the Church of Jesus Christ prior 
to the great Tribulational period 
which Jesus declared would come 
upon the whole earth. And Noah, 


preserved through thé flood, sets | 


forth the Jewish nation preserved 
through the flood judgments of 
that same period of time. 
~ “And the Lord said, I will -de- 
stroy man whom I have created 
from the face of the earth; both 
man, and beast, and the creeping 
thing, and the fowls of the air; 
for it repenteth me that I have 
made them” (Gen. 6:7). Even in 
the face of this indictment, oppor- 
tunity for repentance was given 
to the people of that day. The fact 
that only eight souls were saved 
indicates how utterly indifferent 
Noah's carpenters were to the 
Gospel and to the note of warning 
sounded by this man who ‘“‘found 
grace in the eyes of the Lord.” 
Perhaps those who heard the 
message most frequently were the 
ones closet to Noah and his sons. 
Undoubtedly Noah must have con- 
versed with his carpenters many 
times and urged them to turn to 
God before it was too late. But 
they laughed while God’s spokes- 
man pled with them. They turned 
a deaf ear and went on their way. 


Describing the condition of those 
times our Lord said, “For as in 
the days that were before the flood 
they were eating and drinking, 
marrying and giving in marriage, 
until the day that Noah entered

danger and calling upon them to 
believe the Gospel and to accept 
the Lord Jesus Christ as personal 
Saviour. Yet to a large extent 
their testimony is going unheeded 
because men and women are Ssu-

No doubt many out of 
this vast company heard the Gos- 
pel, and like the men of Noah’s 
time, laughed scornfully in their 
rejection of it.

Their Objections 


In all ages men have hidden be- 
hind excuses for their rejection of 
the things of God. No doubt many 
of these carpenters who were im- 
pressed with tthe seriousness of 
Noah's ministry said to themselves 
that there was plenty of time yet. 
The probability is they were say- 
ing this very thing up until God 
shut the door of the ark and 
opened up the windows of heaven 
and the fountains of the deep. 
It was then too late. 

Possibly others felt that since 
they worked on the ark God would 
give them special consideration 
and not allow such a flood as Noah 
predicted to come upon them. 
There are plenty of people at this 
very hour who feel that because 
they have given a little money to 
the church, or have gone so far as 
to help put up a church building, 
God is indebted to them and will 
excuse them from judgment. It 
did not work in Noah’s time and 
it will not avail today. It is “not
